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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  208. — In  re  T.  G.  Inghram  v.  Union  Stock  Yards  Co.,  of  Omaha 
(Ltd.),  Omaha  Union  Stockyards,  Omaha,  Nebr.  Under  date  of  July  11,  1927, 
T.  G.  Inghram  filed  a  complaint  alleging  discriminatory  charges  made  by  the 
Union  Stockyards  Co.  of  Omaha  (Ltd.).  A  hearing  was  held  on  January  10, 
1928,  and  briefs  were  filed  later.  The  Secretary  on  August  30,  1928,  dismissed 
the  case  because  the  evidence  did  not  sustain  the  allegation  of  the  complaint,  and 
he  found  also  that  the  complainant  was  not  entitled  to  an  award  of  damages. 

Docket  No.  274. — In  re  Bourbon  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  market  agency, 
Evansville  Union  Stockyards,  Evansville,  Ind.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  May  19, 
1928,  alleging  that  respondent  had  engaged  in  and  used  an  unfair,  unjustly  dis- 
criminatory, and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connection  with  its  transactions 
on  that  market.  A  hearing  was  held  on  June  15,  1928.  On  August  30,  1928,  the 
Secretary  dismissed  the  case  because  he  did  not  feel  that  the  circumstances  war- 
ranted the  issuance  of  a  cease  and  desist  or  a  suspension  order. 

Docket  No.  275. — In  re  T.  J,  Ronan,  market  agency  and  dealer,  Unioft  Stock- 
yards, Chicago,  111.  Notice  of  inquiry  issued  June  25,  1928,  alleging  that  the 
respondent  was  insolvent.  A  hearing  was  held  on  July  18,  1928.  The  Secretary, 
on  August  29,  1928,  ordered  that  Mr.  Ronan  be  suspended  from  registration  for 
a  period  of  six  months  because  it  was  found  that  he  was  and  is  financially  unable 
to  pay  his  indebtedness  in  connection  with  his  business  as  a  dealer  and  market 
agency  at  said  stockyards.
